Slits Wrists Then Shoots Herself

The troubled life of 19-year-old 
Sherri Lynn Walker Smith of Pahokee 
came to a grisly end late Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Sheriff's Det. Sgt. Ralph McCotter 
said the young blond apparently 
slashed her wrists first and then took 
out a Smith and Wesson revolver and 
shot herself through the right temple. 

She was found lying on the floor of 
the kitchen at her house on 130 North 
Barfield Highway by her husband 
Ronnie-Smith. Smith had to kick the 
back door of the house in to gain 
entrance to the house. 

According to McCotter's report, 
Smith came home at about 5:30 p.m. 
to find all the doors locked. He tried to 
get а response from his wife, but failed 
to do so. 

In the presence of Carson Peadon, 
Smith kicked open the back door to 
gain entrance. McCotter reported that 
Smith then apparently became 
emotional and ran from the house to 
his father-in-laws where he called the 
Pahokee Police Department. 

His father-in-law, Dr. G. B. Walker 
is listed in critical condition in the 
intensive care unit at St. Mary's 
Hospital in West Palm Beach 
according to hospital authorities. He 
has been there since Sunday. 

Mrs. Smith, according to Mc- 
Cotter's report, had a history of trying 
to commit suicide. In June of 1971 she 
took an overdose of drugs which kept 
her in the hospital for several months. 

More recently in March of this year 
she..took, another. overdose, accordi 
to McCotter, which Kept her in the

Mrs. Smith first broke open a razor 
from its plastic container and slit both 
her wrists over the kitchen sink. She 
upparently stood over the sink for 
awhile letting the blood run out. 

Then McCotter said she went back 
to the bedroom, put the razor back 
where she had gotten it and took the 
revolver from its box. She then went to 
the next bedroom, got a bullet and 
went back to the kitchen. 

She apparently kneeled on the floor 
in front of the sink and fired one round 
into-her right temple area. The bullet 
exited on the left side striking the wall 
three feet from the floor. 

Around the hole in the wall the 
r found hair and skull particles, 
"The bullet was not removed from the 
wall because it would have caused 
© damage. 

‘The Birmingham, Ala. native had 
been a resident of Pahokee for eight 
yeurs. She wus graduated from 
Pahokee High School in 1972. She was 
a member of the Pahokee United 
Methodist Church. 

She is survived by her husband

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Who Could Predict? 


Just as we get tired of reading about Washington's 
Watergate problems, so we ate sure you get tired of 
reading about Belle Glade's sewer problems. 

But problems we have. And after a couple months 
of really getting involved in this problem, we are no 
closer to an answer than when we started. Yet, sewer 
poses such a big problem to Belle Glade, an answer 
must be forthcoming in the very near future. 

About two months ago we had already set in type 
8 scathing editorial against the city for its short 
sightedness in this area. We praised Commissioner 
William Grear for his strong stand in favor of a new 
sewer system in the northeast section of town. 

He said this is what。the pollution control people 
wanted us to do all along and that we weren't going to 
satisfy them until we do. 

We still think Grear is right. A sewer system is 
needed in the northeast section of town, and we would 
love to see the city pursue this goal with the same 
fervor it is now plans for a new city hall. 

But we no longer feel the cíty has been as remiss as 
we first thought in the area of sewer. To a certain 
degree it is a victim of circumstances so unbelievable, 
that if anyone had predicted them 10 years ago he 
would have been laughed out of town. 

For instance, who would have predicted the state 
would change the way in which it measures whether a 
sewer plant is effective enough or not? Who would 
have predicted ‘а two-tiered, ineffective pollution 
control agency whose left hand didn’t know what the 
right hand was doing? 

Who could predict. 

But all of that is in the past. It is the future-the 
very existence of our town-that we must place in 
perspéctive now. 

It is a whole new ball game with a whole new set of 
rules: And Belle Glade must be able to adapt to these 
rules, or our growth will be stunted for years to come. 

A good start at adapting to these new rules would 
be to change engineering firms. Why go 200-300 miles 
away to hire an organization which has not, after over 
a month, provided the county pollution control agency. 
with the information it said it could produce within 
three or four days? 

Are there not any good engineering firms in Palm 
Beach County? Wouldn't it be smart and a good 
economic move as well to have an engineering firm 
only 45 minutes away and just a hop, skip and a jump 
from the people they need to please? 

Belle Glade is on the verge of unprecedented 
growth. But it can't grow without sewer. And it is up 
to the city commission to do everything in its power to 
not only upgrade the present facility, but to pursue 
with ardent fervor a new facility in the northease 
section of town.

A, U. S. Department of 
Labor official recommended 
last week during an annual U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
wage and price hearing for the 
sugar industry that cane cutter 
wages be increased 50 per cent 
over the next three years. 

USDA Division of Manpower 
Deputy Director David 0. 
Williams told the USDA 
officials holding the hearing 
cane ‘cutter wages аге well 
below the $3.30 per hour 
average piece-rate wage paid 
agricultural workers through 
out the state. 

Williams and an assistant 
said they felt the wages should 
be brought up to the level of all 
piece-rate wages over a 
three-year period to avoid 
"dislocating" the sugar indus-

He suggested the USDA 
begin the increase by awarding 
cutters $2.55 per hour mini- 
mum wages for the 1974-75 
sugar harvesting season rather 
than the $2.35 per hour 
recommended by sugar indus- 
try officals. 

Williams said USDA regu- 
lations state that in order to 
import foreign workers, em- 
ployers must offer and pay the 
higher of either prevailing 
wage rates or a rate 
determined by the department 
of labor to avoid rates adverse 
to domestic workers. 

“We believe domestic work- 
ers will not work for the wages 
presently offered,"Williams 
said, noting the citrus indus- 
try, which once used foreign 
workers for harvesting, has for 
the past several years used 
all-domestic labor. 

He said the citrus industry 
pays an average piece-rate 
wage of approximately $4 per 
hour. 

Several persons claiming to 
speak for farm workers, both 
domestic and foreign, also 
asked for large wage increases, 
but most asked for $4.30 per 
hour, based largely on current 
high prices оп the sugar 
market. 

Florida Rural Legal Services 
attorney William Botts 111, 
whd said he represented "all" 
the British West Indies sugar 
cane cutters and all domestic 
agricultural workers employed 
by the sugar industry, said

Me also said three of five 
statutory elements used to 
determine the wages are based 
on obsolete data taken from a. 
1969 survey done by the

He urged the USDA 
officials to integrate the five 
statutory elements, to initiate 
another survey to update its 
data and to make the data 
public before the next hearing. 

He also asked that the board 
refuse to hear testimony from. 
any of three sugar companies 
now under investigation for 
timekeeping practices as a 
result of an investigation last 
November by the U. S. 
Department of Labor. 

Citing various reasons, Botts 
also recommended immediate 
pay increases for cane cutters 
from their present $2.15 per 
hour to $2.40, $2.70, to $4.30 
and a general increase tied to 
the increase of the price of 
sugar. 

Dr. Marshall Barry, an 
associate professor of econo- 
mics at New College in 
Sarasota, recommended a $4.30 
per hour minimum based on a 
1973 comment he said Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative of 
Florida President George 
Wedgworth made. 

Barry. said Wedgworth said 
he doubted if domestic work&rs 


would cut cane for deuble thes’ ^ 


wages paid BWI cutters and 
suggested the USDA officials 
should see if Wedgworth's 
statement is true. 

Henry Pelet, who said he 
represented the sugar workers 
in Louisiana, said no industry 
deserves to exist if it can't pay 
decent wages to employes. 

He said current high prices 
justifies ‘a wage increase to 
$4.30 an hour for cutters, with 
further increases’ tied to 
possible price increases. 

But while Pelet said wages 
should be tied to increasing 
prices, he would only answer, 
“We would have to consider it 
at that time,” to a question of 
whether wages should also 
decrease with price decreases. 

Joseph Segor, executive 
director of Migrant Services 
Corp. in Homestead, also 
advocated the $4.30 per hour 
minimum wage and also urged 
a monitoring system be set up 
to insure proper timekeeping 
practices. 

U. S. Sugar Corp. vice 
president and personnel mana- 
ger Fred Sikes, during his 
presentation for the industry 
endorsed Segors monitoring 
system proposal before recom- 
mending a 15 cents-per-hour 
increase for all agricultural 
workers. 

Thé industry proposal would 
bring’ cutters wages’ to $235 
per hour and other workers’ 
wages to $2.70 per hour. Sikes 
also recommended no new 
categories be set up for 
mechanical harvestor opera- 
tors. 

In the fair price portion of 
the hearirg, Walter N. 
Colbath, Jr. an attorney 
representing the Glades Assoc- 
iation of Sugar Cane Growers, 
Inc. protested the holding of 
the fair price hearing. 

Colbath said the iation's 
protest was based on a current 
investigation by the USDA 
Office of Investigation con- 
cerning the relationship of the 
association “members and Os- 
ceola Farms, which processes 
their cane. 

He said the investigation 
touches virtually every facet of 
fair price determination and 
said he feels the hearing should 
have been postponed until the. 
investigation is completed.
